No kind of y oung p oultry 1b so sus­ 
cep tible to the effects of unfavorable 
conditions as the y oung turkey . They 
m ust be carefully p rotected from the 
attacks of p arasites, and from ex ces­ 
sive beat and damp ness, say s a g ov­ 
ernm ent 
bulletin, 
until 
they 
have 
g ained sufficient s tr e n g t h and size to 
w ander away wdth the p arent tur­ 
key s and care for them selves on the 
rang e. 
The chief dang er from 
lice and 
m ites attacks to the p oults Is direct­ 
ly after the p oults are batched, but 
th e best remedy Is to deal with the 
hen before the y oung are hatched. 
T he p lumag e of the hen should be 
dusted with Insect p owder, and close 
down to the skin from head to hock 
joint, being careful not to g et it into 
th e ey es. 
This should be done at 
least twice a week until two or three 
day s before hatching . 
The most careful attentions should 
be g iven to this. 
Never use lime or 
sulp hur for this p urp ose. 
Nothing is 
be tte r than some Insect p owder, if it 
does not contain Ing redients that are 
injurious to the ey es. 
It may often occur, however, that 
th e hen will not have been p rop erly 
treated, and also the lice and mites 
will be found on the y oung , and in 
order that the p oults may live and 
thrive, they must be freed of thees 
enemies. 
As soon as the y oung are 
ready to leave the nest they must be 
ex amined 
carefully for lice, which 
m ay be on the top of the head, under 
th e throat or about the wing s or 
vent. 
Some of them are g ray In color 
and difficult to see. 
They may be destroy ed by the use 
of sweet oil, rubbing a small amount 
up on the head and throat; insect p ow­ 
de r is sufficient for the other p arts 
of the body . 
It is very im p ortant 
th a t only a small am ount of the sw'eet 
oil be used, as too much is injurious. 
Kerosene should never be used to 
destroy p arasites.
